Mobile Home Fire Ruled Arson; 
Past DCVFC Chief Dies En Route 


A fire that was allegedly 
set intentionally by a pair of 
juveniles destroyed a mobile 
home in the Friendsville 
area Saturday afternoon, 
and the president and past 
fire chief of the Deep Creek 
Volunteer Fire Company 
died while responding to the 
alarm. 

Edward D. Wilburn, 64, 
McHenry, apparently suf 
fered some sort of medical 
problem while en route to 
the Deep Creek fire hall in 
response to the 4:23 p.m 
Sstructure-fire alarm. Ac 
cording to a report from 
the Maryland State Police 
Wilburn lost control of his 
2003 Dodge Ram pickup 
along U.S. Rt. 219 at Sang 
Run Road. The southbound 
vehicle crossed the north 
bound lanes of Rt. 219 and 
traveled approximately 150 
yards into a ravine 

Wilburn was transported 
by the Maryland State Po 
lice Medevac helicopter to 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. According 
to the report, his death ap- 


peared to be a result of a 
medical problem and not 
the crash, as damage to the 
vehicle. was minimal. The 
report said that his death is 
being handled as a “line of 
duty” death 

Meanwhile, firefighters 
from both Deep Creek VFC 
and the Friendsville VFD 
responded to the scene of 
the fire, which was at 2139 
White Rock Road. Ablaze 
was a 10’-by-30’ vacant mo- 
bile home owned by Wayne 
Vansickle of Fletcher, Ky 
[he structure was virtually 
“on the ground” when fire 
fighters arrived, according 
to a spokesperson from the 
Friendsville VFD 

The fire was brought un 
der control in about 15 min- 
utes. According to a report 
from the Maryland State 
Fire Marshal's Office, the 
fire originated in the interior 
of the home, Investigation 
further revealed that two

Building Permits 
Down Slightly In 


Garrett County 


Building permit numbers 
are down, but not drasti- 
cally, the county’s permits 
and inspection chief, Jim 
Torrington, reported to the 
Garrett County commis- 
sioners this week. But the 
total builder declared value 
and square footage have in- 
creased, he added. 

Between January and No- 
vember last year, the Garrett 
County Department of Plan- 
ning and Land Development 
issued a total of 697 building 
permits, which includes sin- 
gle family stick-built homes, 
modular homes, duplexes, 
town houses, and commer- 
cial buildings. The declared 
val-ue of those projects was 
$106.4 million, and the 
Square footage was about 
1.61 million 

For the same period this 
year, 650 permits have been 
issued for buildings with 
a total declared value of 
$116.1 million and a total 
square footage of about 1.68 
million. The chief noted that 
the value increase could be 
attributed in part to multi- 
million dollar projects such 
as the proposed Garrett Col- 
lege dormitory.

The feeling that government tends to be unrespon- 
sive to the opinions and desires of the general public 
is all too common, and is often justifiable. But once 
in a while, when the people speak, elected officials 
listen. 

A perfect example of such a response was this 
week's decision by the Garrett County commission- 
ers to table their proposed paper gaming ordinance 
that was apparently destined to be submitted to the 
General Assembly of Maryland in January. The or- 
dinance would have required various licenses, fees, 
and taxation of all paper gaming in the county, the 
proceeds of which would be used for fire and emer- 
gency rescue services. But after getting an earful of 
negative opinions and concerns about the proposed 
ordinance at an informational meeting, no doubt 
coupled with letters and te calls, the commis- 
sioners have decided that this ordinance, at least in 
its present form, is not in the best interest of the 
county and its many non-profit organizations, in- 
cluding the fire departments and rescue squads. 

We extend appreciation to the commissioners for 
really listening to their constituents and then chang- 
ing their minds on this particular proposal. Doing 
180-degree turns on one's ideas and propositions can 
be risky business for elected officials because such 
actions are viewed by some as wishy-washy or lack- 
ing courage. However, they can also be viewed as 
just the opposite — courageous. More importantly, as 
stated above, the commissioners listened, considered 
all of the input, and then responded according to the 
wishes of the majority. 

This case also demonstrates how important it is 
for citizens to make their views known to elected 
Officials, by attending public hearings and informa- 
tion meetings, writing letters, and making telephone 
calls. Providing input may not always bring about 
the desired change of course by the those in charge, 
but sometimes it does, as in this case. Further, a lack 
of response by constituents (as long as there has been 
adequate notice about the proposal provided) can 
only be interpreted by elected officials as support for 


the proposal at issue.

Early Childhood Development

full-day kindergarten for all students by the 2007- 
2008 school year, helping younger children prepare is es- 


provide a cohesive early childhood development and edu- 
cation approach. In 2005, the General Assembly voted to 
consolidate all state programs that support early care and 
education under the Maryland State Department of Edu- 
cation, creating the Division of Early Childhood Develop- 
ment. The division has both the responsibility and author- 
ity to license and monitor child care centers and family 
child care providers, develop curriculum for pre-kinder- 
garten and kindergarten, and set Early Childhood Ac- 
creditation, as well as make decisions on other early child- 
hood policy and program issues. The goal is to foster the 
experiences of Maryland's youngest by allowing one divi- 
sion to cultivate and support all early childhood experi- 
ences from birth to 5 years old. 

MSDE has identified seven key areas that together 
comprise the Maryland Model for School Readiness 
(MMSR) for kindergarten. Teachers use the MMSR to 
assess the knowledge, skills, and abilities of each kinder- 
gartner. The key areas are physical development; lan- 
guage and literacy skills; social and emotional develop- 
ment; mathematical thinking; scientific thinking; social 
studies; and the arts. Parents may view some of these 
areas as too advanced for a 5-year-old. However, children 
understand and learn from their environment in many 
different ways and are able to apply that knowledge and 
understanding to other areas. By incorporating a variety 
of activities into everyday life, you will be creating learn- 
ing Opportunities to help your child develop intellectually, 
physically, and emotionally. 

One of the most effective tools is communicating with 
your child from the day they are born on. Talk to them 
about where you are going or what you are doing. Count 
with them, whether it is on hands or toes, taking steps or 
going up and down stairs. Read books with them, espe- 
cially before bedtime. Sing and play music for them 
These activities will help your child learn words and 
sounds, patterns and numbers, rhyming and timing, and 
help them begin to learn routines and navigate the world 

As your child develops, add activities such as nature 
walks, or going to a library or store, or visiting a museum, 
then ask questions about what your child saw or read to 
help them think of, ask, and answer questions. Talk about 
work or family to help your child develop a sense of com- 
munity and what makes people different or the same. 
Cook with your children to help them count, measure, use 
kitchen utensils, and even learn good eating habits. Draw 
with your children to help with visual skills as well as con- 
trolling their hands. And always be sure to go outside to 
play. Physical activity will help build strong bodies and 
energize minds.

A RIVER RUNS THROUGH IT, AT ANY SPEED ONE MAY WANT - A fascinating 
work of ingenuity can now be found atop Wisp mountain in McHenry, where men and 
women have designed and built a river to their liking. The Adventure Sports Center 
International (ASCI) has constructed the whitewater training course, and purports 
the Garrett County structure is the premier such course in the entire United States. 
Walking along the banks of the manmade river, one would think it is a natural waterway, 
somehow positioned in a way that It loops around on itself. However, a great deal of 
engineering went into the course, which can be adjusted to allow varying water speeds, 
from beginner settings to advanced. These photos were taken in October during a 
walking tour of the course while it was empty. Matt Taylor, ASCI director of operations 
and two-time whitewater siaiom Olympian, along with other whitewater athletes took 
tour groups along the path, showing such features as the “Vo! rock,” pictured 
above, and at the far right above, the pump house at the top of the course, where the 
two mighty “wave shapers” shown send the water out at varying speeds. Taylor is 
pictured below on another wave shaper farther down the course. He explained that the 
hinged apparatus can be set at levels that will provide a different ride each time. The 
walls of the shaper are vital to both the quality of the whitewater effect as weil as to the 
safety of the kayakers, who are aided by “eddy-dampeners” that help keep them from 
becoming trapped in circling water. The course has been selected as the site for the 
2007 Whitewater Slalom National Championships, slated for Aug.4 and 5. Olympians 
Brett Heyl and Scott Parsons are to be among those in attendance at the event, which 
will be the last race for the U.S. national team before its pre-Olympic race for the 2008 
Olympics in Beijing, China. See story beginning on page A-1.

DEAR FRUSTRATED: I'm with 
you! Finding open space for dogs. 
even in the suburbs. is becoming 
increasingly difficult. Many munici 
pal parks do not permit them at all, 
even on a leash 

Action groups have formed in many 
cities to address this issue, and are 
hammering oul compromises with 
their municipalities that allow both 
pets and people to enjoy open spaces 
Chances are. one has formed in your 
community; if it hasn‘t. consider orga- 
nizing a group. Look for (or put up) 
signs at the local vet's office and on 
community bulletin boards. Contact 
the local newspaper. Start a Web site 
or a blog. Tell every owner vou meet 
about the group 

A group should consider all the 
options available for off-leash spaces 
and present them at public meetings. It 
should also consider the issues that 
likely caused pet bans in the first 
place: pet waste disposal. aggressive 
dogs, fearful adults, small children in 
the area, etc., and develop solutions 
and/or rules of conduct for group 
members to mitigate or eliminate 
these issues

CIRCULATING AIR 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. In the winter, the bedrooms are downright toasty, but 
the downstairs is cold. Is there a simple way I make my house 
more comfortable? 

The path to success in home comfort is to keep air 
moving around. That has many benefits, notably keeping 
reasonably uniform temperatures throughout; but it also 
helps avoid mildew forming in nooks and crannies 

A typical home furnace has a choice of two settings for 
the fan: either “on” or “automatic.” That's controlled by a 
switch at your thermostat, In the “automatic” mode, the 
fan only comes on when the furnace is firing and produc 
ing new hot air. In the mode, the fan is on all the 
time

The cost of the electricity required to just leave the fan 
on constantly is very small. However, a lot of people pre 


sume that the fan shouldn’t run unless the furnace is pro 


ducing heat. Therefore, they leave the fan setting on 
1utomMatic That's a mistake. Actually, you would be 
better off with the fan “on” all the time, because it circu 
lates air throughout the entire hous¢ 
With the fan on “automatic 1s soon as the furnace

Opening and closing vents at different seasons of the 
year is a good way to help maintain good air circulation 
In the winter, close the heat-vents in the upstairs bed 
rooms, and open the downstairs vents. Then the furnace 
delivers warm air to the open vents, and nature lets the 
warmth drift up the stairs 

The same principle holds true when the furnace pro 
vides central air conditioning in the summer. Bor an air 
conditioned house in the summer, do just the reverse 
open the top-floor vents and close the downstairs vents, 
and let nature draw the cool air down the stairs 


With the fan down in the basement in the furnace, 
whatever air ts in the various rooms will be drawn in by 
the cold air returns and run through the fan again 

If you have baseboard heating instead of a forced-air 
system, essentially the same effect can be achieved with a 
ceiling fan. The whole idea is to keep air moving, and the 


price of electricity to do so is small. So small, in fact, that 
it's a net saving on your total bills for electricity plus oil or 
gas or wood, because you're no longer spending extra 
money for fuel to produce too much heat in some room 

In a home witl ithedral ceiling, it is doubly impor 
tant to keep air 7 iw, or el 1 pocket of w {| 
form near th uly lhere it does nobody any good 
merely increa he heat loss through the ceiling int 
the insulauion and out through the roof. Circulating air | 
keeping a fan running prevents that region of warn 
from forming, and varmth down to the level 
where the people a1 

In all cases, keeping air moving cuts down on the need 
to use fuel, and it adds very little to the electric bill to keep 
a fan running constantly

It has happened to almost 
everyone who feeds outdoor 
pets (especially birds). You 
fill up the feeder, and the 
next day you're thrilled to see 
that almost all of the food is 
gone.

This new breed of clean 
feeding mixes succeeds by 
taking out "fillers." These 
ingredients (most common in 
bargain or economy blends) 
are used to increase the vol- 
ume and weight of mixes. 
You may feel like you are 
buying a large bag of bird 
food, but unless you are care- 
ful, much of it may be filler. 

Birds hate filler. They sim- 
ply throw it out of their way 
as they strive to get to the 
real seeds, such as sunflow- 
ers, sunflower chips, nuts, 
and berries. That’s why you 
get filler all over your garden, 
lawn, deck, porch or patio. 
It’s a bird’s way of telling 
you, "I don’t want it you 
take it." In addition, if a bird 
finds your feeders packed 
with filler each time it 
checks, it will soon take you 
off its list of preferred buffets. 

When you are looking for

let, milo, and cracked corn, 
three of the more common 
kinds of filler. If you stick to 
foods with ingredients that 
birds love, such as fruits, nuts 
and seeds (such as nyjer and 
sunflower), you'll better serve 
the feathered visitors that 
come to your yard. 


Clean feeding mixes take 
this one step further, virtually 
eliminating waste. Since 
birds will consume 100 per- 
cent of the ingredients that 
clean feeding mixes include, 
the only leftovers are the rare 


beaks as happy diners dig in. 
An advanced blend of fine 
sunflower kernels, peanuts, 
pistachios, pumpkin seeds 
and more, this mix attracts a 
huge variety of songbirds 
without leaving any of their 
feeding mess behind. 


This news should

But 
Maryland Attorney General 
J. Joseph Curran Jr. advises 
consumers to read the fine 
print-before-investing inthe 
cure-all gift option in the lat- 
est issue of his consumer 
newsletter, Consumer’s Edge 


Many consumers who 
have received gift cards in the 
past have unhappily discov- 
ered that their card expired 
before they used it or the card 


lost its value as a result of 


fees imposed by the issuing 
company. 


But Marylanders who are 
purchasing gift cards this 
holiday season will benefit 
from a state law that went 
into effect July 1, 2006. 
Store-specific gift cards, 


MA, 4 sat.. 1 


which can be used to buy 
merchandise from a particu- 
lar store, may not expire less 
than four years after the date 
of purchase and may not im- 
pose fees or charges of any 
kind during that four-year 
period. 

General-purpose cards 
cards that are issued by banks 
and processed through na- 
tional credit or debit services, 
such as Visa, MasterCard, or 
American Express — can still 
expire in less than four years 
and can impose fees that will 
reduce the value of the card. 


However, the general pur- 
pose card has to disclose its 
expiration date and all fees 
that will be imposed. 

"Maryland consumers 
should take full advantage of 
the recently passed law when 
purchasing. gift cards," 
Curran said.

SO MANY LITTLE MIRACLES

OQ, Are there really any such things as miracles? 
tifically impossible? 

Do you remember what happened last March 31 in 
Friendsville? 

That was the day that a school bus full of children lost its 
brakes on the steep downhill on Rt. 42 going north into 
Friendsville, plowed into the back of a huge truck, and the 
whole thing came to rest with zero fatalities and generally 
minor injuries. Most Garrett County citizens have forgotten 
all about the incident, because the school children were from 
West Virginia (nearby Tucker County) and the truck driver 
from Pennsylvania 

The Republican of April 6 carried pictures and a description 
of the crash, along with interview comments by some of those 
involved. The photo caption began "This Friendsville road 
crash could have been a lot worse..." The article ended with 
this sentence: [Pam] Kisamore [one of the chaperones on the 
trip] summed up the events of the few seconds leading up to 
the crash and the hours that followed in her observation, 
"There were so many little miracles." 

Elsewhere in the article a parent is quoted, "So many dif- 
ferent things ifthe bus did this or this or this and we would 
have had casualties." Another chaperone said, "The trucker 
was basically in the wrong place at the right time for us." The 
bus driver, Shirley Robinson, foreseeing a crash coming, had 
the presence of mind to put the right front of the bus into the 
truck, so the stairwell (where nobody sits) would absorb most 
of the impact. The combined bus-trailer assembly then jack-

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knifed, hit and knocked over a tree, banged up a jeep, and 
came to rest 

Okay, let's take a look at all this. This IS a science column, 
after all, and there's a scientific explanation for everything, 
isn’t there? Yeah, right. 

Brakes dissipate energy through friction, and collisions in- 
volve a transfer of momentum, and blah blah blah. Profes- 
sional investigators study details like these all the time and 
conclude that the fatalities were due to etc. etc., and some 
insurance company forks over a lot of money and the survi- 
vors go home. One thing: This time, everybody survived! A 
school bus full of children lost its brakes on a steep downhill 
and everybody survived! Perhaps instead we should take a 
look at the line "so many little miracles."

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Conquering Holiday Overeating

As the holiday season ap- 
proaches, we think of cele- 
brations with family and 
friends, and of food! Whether 
it is turkey and stuffing, ham, 
pumpkin pies, potato latkes 
or Christmas cookies, food is 
an integral part of the holiday 


season. Yet for millions of 


Americans who worry about 
their weight, anticipating this 
myriad of delights creates 
great anxiety. 


“How can Igo to alt of 


those parties and not over- 
eat?" or "Why do I get 
through the whole evening 
without cheating and then 
find myself overeating at 
home?" are two of the com- 
mon concerns expressed by 
dieters. While the ability to 
avoid fattening foods often 
leads to feelings of depriva- 
tion, indulging in these for- 
bidden foods usually leads to 
feelings of guilt and weight 
gain, which interfere with the 
joy of the season. 

Here are five ways to en- 
joy eating this holiday season 
without worry 


1. End the deprivation. 
When you tell yourself 
that you can’t have certain 
foods because they are "too 
fattening,” you set yourself 
up to overeat those very 
foods. It is human nature to 
want what we can’t have 


Eliminating "forbidden" 
foods in order to lose weight 
for the holidays frequently 
leads to overeating at parties 
and gatherings. One bite of 
something off limits is often 
enough to trigger the feeling 


that, "Now that I’ve broken 
my diet, I might as well have 
everything.” Or, you may 
control yourself at a party, 
only to feel you deserve a 
reward for your "good behav- 
ior" when you return home. 

Conversely, you may use 
the New Year as a time to 
resolve to diet. Therefore, 
there is a need to eat as much 
as possible prior to Jan | in 
anticipation of the depriva- 
tion that will soon occur 

By incorporating all types 
of foods into your diet 
throughout the year, you can 
avoid the overeating and 
holiday weight gain that re- 
sults from deprivation. 
2. Become an attuned eater. 

Attuned eaters use inter- 
nal, physical cues to tell them 
when, what, and how much 
to eat. This way of feeding 
yourself helps you to tune 
into hunger and satiation, 
rather than eating something 
just because it's there. Be- 
coming an attuned eater al- 
lows you to feel in charge of 
your eating when you are at 
holiday parties and celebra- 
tions. 

There are three steps to 


i 


attuned eating. First, learn to 
recognize when you are 
physically hungry. This re- 
quires tuning into your stom- 
ach and noticing how it feels. 
Next, identify what your 
body craves in response to 
your physical hunger. In or- 
der to match your hunger 
with the food that will satisfy 
you, have a variety of foods 
available and withhold judg- 
ments about what you are 
supposed to eat. When you 
are at a party, try to pick the 
food(s) that comes closest to 
what your body craves. 
Finally, pay attention to 
your fullness in order to

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know how much to eat. If 
you begin with a sensation of 
physical hunger, you will be 
able to identify a feeling of 
satisfaction when you have 
eaten enough. Honoring your 
hunger will keep you eating 
the right amount for your 
body and prevent weight gain 
due to overeating. 

3. Remind yourself that you 

can have it later. 

Who says you can't make 
your sweet potato time any 
time you want? If you believe 
that you cannot have a spe- 
cial holiday food for another 
whole year, you are likely to 
have it whether you are really

in the mood for it or not. In- 
stead, promise yourself that 
you can make turkey and 
mashed potatoes any time of 
year, and that special desserts 
can be baked or bought when 
you desire.

"Write yourself a 
letter which you mail to 
yourself by the middle of D« 
cember," says the coach. The 
letter should include a thank 
you to yourself for who you 
are, acknowledging how 
much you've grown. "Also 
put in a list of three problems 
you solved this year and 
what impact that has made 
on your life," Burton says 

Burton also suggests send 
ing a similar letter to loved 
ones, telling them how spe 
cial they are as well. "It's a 
great way to connect, and 
reveal the true meaning of 
the season."

next week or January | 
you will have to restrict your 
eating. This attitude will in- 
crease your sense of guilt and 
feeling out of control, and 
guarantees that you will eat 
more food than your body 
needs. 

Instead, remain gentle 
with yourself. Attuned eaters 
notice when they feel too full, 
and then naturally wait for 
their next sign of physical 
hunger to eat again. Ac- 
knowledge the discomfort 
you feel from overeating, and 
promise yourself that you 
will do your best to wait for 
the next cue of internal hun- 
ger to let you know that it is 
time to eat again. 

Focus on family and 
friends, rather than on food. 
Although food is an integral 
part of holiday events, the 
real purpose of getting to- 
gether is to celebrate with 


people who are important to 
you. Eat for satiation and 
pleasure, and then turn your 
attention to connecting with 
others, rather than continu- 
ing to eat. By learning to feel 
in charge of your eating, you 
can break the diet/binge cy- 
cle and prevent weight gain 
from holiday overeating. In- 
stead, as you greet the New 
Year, enjoy the sense of calm 
and hope that comes with 
this healthy attitude toward 
eating and weight.

ers is what makes Medicare 
Part D so different from 
other government programs. 


By leveraging the power of 


private-sector competition, 
Medicare Part D provides 
more drugs than the fre- 
quently vaunted programs in 
Europe or Canada. Part D is 
also vastly superior to the 
drug benefit program run by 
the Department of Veterans 
Affairs, which uses a more 
traditional government-run 
model. 

Almost 90 percent of all 
prescription medications on 
the —-market are currently 
available through Part D. 

That's in sharp contrast to 
other healthcare systems 
across the world. In France, 
for example, the government 
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recently asked doctors to pre- 
scribe fewer medicines to cut 


costs. In Germany, many of 


the most-innovative drugs 
aren't reimbursable. And 
even in the United States, the 
Department of Veterans Af- 


fairs refuses to cover many of 


the newest, most-effective 
pharmaceuticals unless other 
drugs are first tried. 

When one compares any 
of these programs to Part D, 
there's simply no compari- 
son. 

That's probably why most 
seniors are pleased with their 
current Part D plans. Earlier 
this year, the Kaiser Family 
Foundation reported that 
more than eight in 10 seniors 
enrolled in the service are 
satisfied with the plan they

picked; that their initial ex- 
periences have been positive; 
and three out of four would 
pick the same plan again. 


In fact, the drug benefit is 
actually offering more and 
better choices than anyone 
anticipated when Congress 
crafted the program. Al- 
though the government esti- 
mated that seniors would pay 
$37 a month in premiums for 
their Medicare drug cover- 
age, the average premium 
has turned out to be much 
lower — just $25 a month. 

These choices have re- 
sulted-in-some-great-deals for 
healthcare consumers. Some 
prescription drug plans, for 
example, cost as little as $5 a

Here are some suggestions 
from the National Fire Pro 
tection Association (NFPA): 

*Smoke alarms. If a fire 
occurs, having a smoke 
alarm cuts the chance of dy- 
ing nearly in half. Consider 
smoke alarms for everyone 
on your list. Smoke alarms 
for people who are deaf or 
hard of hearing include 
strobe lights, high decibels 
and/or vibration. All smoke 
alarms should be replaced 
after 10 years 

*Flashlights for emergency 
lighting instead of candles, to 
avoid the risk of fire from an 
open flame 

*Sturdy candleholders to 
prevent tip-over when can- 
dles are lit

Mixed dnnks con 
taining fruit or vegetable 
juices will probably have less 
1egative effect than straight 
ilcohol Alternate non 
ilcoholic beverages such as 
soda or water. Avoid red 
wine, which contains tyra 
mine, a naturally occurring 
imino acid known to trigger 
headaches. Try a glass of 
white wine instead. Forty- 
four percent of survey re- 
spondents noted that they 
watch with they drink to 
eliminate headache triggers 

* Don’t skip meals. An 
empty stomach could spur a 
headache; therefore, if you’re 
unable to follow your normal 
eating schedule, be sure to

It seems the holidays keep 
coming earlier and earlier 
every year, thanks in large 
part to retailers. Stores are 
already stocked with mer- 
chandise and decorations to 
tempt buyers into starting 
their holiday shopping imme- 
diately. And with all the pres- 
sures of buying the hottest 
toy or gadget, it’s easy to get 
swept away. 

But before you head to the 
mall or go online, remember 
tomake'sure that the gift you 
purchase will be a safe one. 
Unfortunately, thousands of 
children are injured every 
year by toys. In 2005, the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission estimated that 
202,300 children were treated 
in the emergency. room. for 
toy-related injuries. And, 
94,000 of those injuries were 
to the face and head, includ- 
ing the eyes. Eye injuries 
consisted of lacerations, abra- 
sions, and foreign bodies 

Air, BB, and Spring guns 
accounted for a large portion 
of the documented injuries to 
children’s eyes. Any toys that 
shoot projectiles are always 
dangerous. Even common 
products such as pens, pen 
cils, crayons, and other art 
supplies were involved in 
many accidents 

"It's so important to make 
sure that every toy a child 
plays with is age appropri- 
ate," said Tim Gresham, 
president and CEO of Pre 
vent Blindness Mid-Atlantic 
"Ninety percent of all eye 
injuries are preventable, but 
we have to closely monitor 
kids to ensure their safety 

Prevent Blindness Mid 
Atlantic has declared Decem 
ber as Safe Toys and Gifts 
Month and is urging all toy 
buyers to read the labels and 
pay attention to what their 
children are playing with 
[he group suggests the fol 
lowing tips to help make this 
holiday season a safe one for 
children 

*Avoid toys that shoot or 
include parts that fly 
off.Slingshots and even water 
guns are dangerous because 
they invite children to target 
other kids. BB guns should 
not even be considered toys 

‘Inspect toys for sturdi- 
ness. Your child’s toys 
should be durable with no 
sharp edges or points. The 
toys should also withstand 
impact. 

*Look for the letters 


“ASTM.” This means the 
product meets the national 
safety standards set by the 
American Society for Testing 
and Materials (ASTM) 

‘Don’t give toys with 
small parts to young chil- 
dren. Young kids tend to put 
things in their mouths, in- 
creasing the risk of choking. 

*Read directions carefully 
and follow suggested age lev- 
els. Ask yourself if the toy is 
right for your child’s ability 
and age. 

‘Repair or throw away 
damaged toys. 

*Keep toys meant for older 
children away from younger 


ones 

*Make a list of safety rules 
and share them with your 
child. If your child is playing 
with friends, tell everyone 
your safety rules 

*Remain aware of recalled 
products. For further infor- 
mation on toy and product 
recalls, persons may visit the 
U.S. Product Safety Commis- 
sion web site at www.cpsc.- 
gov.

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Sheriff Berkebile 
Reports On Mail, 
Internet Scams 


Garrett County’s new 
sheriff, Gary Berkebile, pre- 
sented his first update report 
to the county commissioners 
on Tuesday. The sheriff’s 
main topic of discussion was 
sweepstakes and Internet 
scams. 

Berkebile noted that his 
Office has issued numerous 
warnings through the media 
over the years about vari- 
ous types of con games, but 
wanted to remind residents, 
once again, to be cautious 
about giving out financial 
and personal information. 

“Since this is Christ- 
mas,” he said, “people may 
be looking for extra money 
and be more susceptible to 
scams.” 

As an example, the sher- 
iff showed the commission- 
ers a letter recently mailed 
to a local resident claiming 
that he had won $51,000 in 
a sweepstakes. Enclosed was 
a “check” to “cover part of 
the processing fee” that the 
resident needed pay in order 
to claim his “prize.” 

The main goal of the let- 
ter writer, however, was to 
con the resident into giv- 
ing out his financial infor- 
mation. According to the 
United States Postal Ser- 
vice, legitimate sweepstakes 
do not require people to 
pay to enter contests or to 
collect prizes. Additionally, 
real contests do not ask for 
credit card, checking, bank, 
or other personal account 
numbers. 

The local resident did 
not fall for this sweepstakes 
scam; instead, he turned the 
letter over to the police 

“We had a rash of these 
brought in about a year 
ago,” Berkebile said about 
the letter 

The sheriff said it comes 
back to the old adage, “If it 
sounds too good to be true, 
it probably is.” 

Berkebile also reported 
about a recent Internet scam 
A Garrett County man lost 
$4,300 on a fraudulent web 
site. The man believed he 
was bidding on a motor- 
cycle on a legitimate eBay 
auction site, Berkebile said, 
but it was actually a “phan 
tom” site. As instructed by 
the scammer, the local man 
wired his payment outside 
the secure eBay site 

The Garrett County Bu- 
reau of Investigation traced 
the payment and learned it 
was sent to Bulgaria. Berke- 
bile indicated that the funds 
could not be recovered

‘Tis the season of giving, and with just a few shop- 
ping days left before the big day, folks who celebrate 
Christmas are scrambling to get those last few gifts 
to place under the tree. Then there are those who 
have not even begun to shop yet... 

There are, however, a number of gifts — exceed- 
ingly special ones — that cost nothing in monetary 
terms, do not require a trip to the store, and don't 
need to be wrapped, yet are so rarely given. An ex- 
ample of such a gift is simply letting someone know, 
be it friend or family member, how special he or she 
is to the giver. We travel through life not doing that 
very often, even for those closest to us, and then one 
day it is too late. 

There is a fellow known to many people locally 
who is lying in a hospital bed in Morgantown today. 
He found out two days ago that he has a major 
blockage in his heart, and the only way of getting rid 
of it 1s open-heart surgery. However, because he is 
84 years old and has some other health problems, 
the likelihood of his surviving surgery is not very 
favorable. So he has elected to come home today 
and, as he says, "just leave things in God's hands.” 

For that's what Lou Stouffer of Terra Alta has 
done all his life,.as he has on many occasions sur- 
vived situations and accidents that, frankly, should 
have resulted in his demise. The most significant of 
these would be his miraculous survival as a POW in 
a brutal Japanese prison camp during World War II, 
where he was routinely beaten and tortured, then 
nursed back to health, only to be tortured again. A 
man who at one time in his life weighed over 300 
pounds came out of that prison weighing less than 
80 pounds. He has also gone through other life- 
threatening surgeries and has been a victim in a 
number of serious accidents throughout his life. 

But the things that have happened to Lou are not 
what make him such a extraordinary person. What 
does_is-how-he-has_lived_his-life,and-what-he-does 
for others. We've told his story before on the pages 
of this newspaper, how for well over three decades 
he has played a "real" Santa Claus to literally thov- 
sands of area children in need by collecting new and 
used toys and clothing all year, loading them into his 
"sleigh" (a Ford Explorer and various other vehicles 
over the years), and spending many weeks delivering 
them. He wore his red Santa suit, drove tens of thou- 
sands of miles and, in some years, delivered gifts to 
well over 700 homes. His health does not allow him 
to do this today, but he still collects toys and cloth- 
ing, which can be simply picked up at his residence 

Lou was a foster child who, because of circum- 
stances, had to drop out of school even before going 
to high school. He drove a big-rig truck for many 
years to make a living, but he has certainly never 
been wealthy in a financial sense. He resides in a 
mobile home with his wife Lola and with not much 
more than the bare essentials. But he would literally 
give a person in need... shirt off his Back. "No one 
ever got along in this lie all alone” is his oft repeated 
philosophy, and he has lived that philosophy by al- 
ways, always doing what he can for others, and rec- 
ognizing the simple fact that we need each other. So 
despite his lack of formal education, he is one of the 
wisest men walking the planet (not to mention that 
he can take a car apart and put it back together again 
blindfolded). And most importantly, he is obviously 
among the most giving, most caring people in the 
world. Over and over during those miserable days in 
the prison camp, Lou promised God that if he let 
him live, he would find a way to "pay him back." He 
has more than fulfilled that promise. 

Today's column is certainly not intended to be 
Lou's eulogy, as none of us who know him are about 
to give up on him, despite this week's rather bleak 
news. And Lou 1s certainly not giving up either. As 
ilready noted, he has beaten the odds on so many 
other occasions that it would not be the least bit sur- 
prising if he sticks around this old earth for several 
years to come 

So, Lou, this is a special gift to you. Merry Christ- 
mas, old buddy 

(Prayers are also free, but wonderful, gifts. May 
we continue to give many of these to/for each other 
this holiday season.)

But schools are hiring 
fewer uncertified candidates 
who lack teaching experi- 
ence, according to a CNS 
analysis of Maryland State 
Department of Education 
data. 

In the 2002-2003 aca- 
demic year, 2,076 uncerti- 
fied teachers got jobs in 
Maryland, and 30 percent 
of them ‘had experience, the 
state's 2003 Teacher Staffing 
Report shows. 

Four years later, in 2005- 
2006, almost 66 percent of 
the 1,646 newly hired un- 
certified teachers had exper 
ence, the most recent report 
shows. Experience is broad- 
ly defined as any salaried 
teaching job 

"When school systems 
hire teachers, they are al- 
ways looking for people 
with experience," said John 
Smeallie, assistant state su- 
perintendent for certifica 
tion and accreditation 

The Maryland Education 
Department, Smeallie said, 
is focused on making sure 
schools meet federal No 
Child Left Behind regula 
tions, which require teach 
ers of core subjects to be 
highly qualified, meaning 
they have state certification. 
As of this academic year, 
schools were supposed to 
have highly qualified teach 
ers in all core subjects, but 
States missed that deadline 
and are now catching up 

Monitoring uncertified 
teachers' €xperience, Smeal 
lie said, is not a priority be- 
cause Maryland is trying to 
employ certified teachers 

"There's no mandate un 
der federal or state regula 
tions to hire teachers with 
experience,” he said 

But in districts like 
Prince George's County, 
where the percentage of 
newly hired uncertified 
teachers rose from 28 per 
cent in 2002-2003 to 45 per 
cent last year, paying atten 
tion to experience is a good 
thing, educators said 

Even if they are uncerti 
fied, teachers who have al 
ready worked at a school 
come in with more back 
ground and skills than un 
certified teachers who never 
set foot in a classroom

“There's a world of differ- 
ence between coming with 
experience, albeit uncerti- 
fied and walking into a 
classroom cold," said Sue 
Nash Travetto, coordinator 
of teacher prdfessional de- 
velopment at McDaniel 
College Education Depart- 
ment. "If | were in the hir- 
ing position, I would defi- 
nitely be looking for teach- 
ers with experience.” 

Recruiters in Prince 
George's County have been 
doing just that. 

"Over the past few years, 
the Internet has allowed the 
school system to expand its 
geographical region for 
sourcing and attracting ex- 
perienced teachers from 
outside of Maryland," said 
spokesman John White in 
an e-mail interview 

The school district also 
has had hiring success at na- 
tional professional confer- 
ences, White said 

As a result, the system's 
percentage of newly hired 
uncertified teachers without 
experience fell from 60 per- 
cent in 2002-2003 to zero 
last year 

Some of these newcom- 
ers were certified in other 
states, and need to complete 
additional coursework or 
exams to receive a Mary- 
land license. Others have 
taught in private schools, 
where certification wasn't 
necessary 

"It's great that [school 
districts] are able to get 
these experienced teachers," 
said Jennifer King Rice, 
associate professor in the 
Department of Education 
Policy and Leadership at 
the University of Maryland 
"They're doing something 
right to attract experienced 
teachers." 

While educators aren't 
sure if experience offsets 
certification, they say it is 
an important component of 
effective teaching 

People who have been in 
the field develop a "know- 
ledge of children,” said Tra 
vetto. "They understand 
learning styles and they can 
tailor their instruction.” 

Statewide, newly hired 
uncertified teachers ¢pntin 
ue to account for-about one 
fifth of all newly hired 
teachers in Maryland. The 
percentage was _ slightly 
higher in 2002-2003 at 33 
percent 

But the percentage of un 
certified teachers with ex 
perience has been rising 
steadily for the past few 
years, reaching 47 percent 
in the 2003-2004 year and 
55.5 percent in 2004-2005 

Not all districts, how 
ever, have seen this trend 
Smaller systems, like Wico 
mico which serves 14,387 
students, have consistently 
failed to attract experienced 
people 

The Eastern Shore dis 
trict has not hired an uncer 
tified person with teaching 


Other districts gear ef- 
forts toward employing cer- 
tified teachers, and say they 
don't place an emphasis on 
experience when hiring un- 
certified teachers. 

"As we look toward No 
Child Left Behind, the num- 
ber of uncertified teachers 
needs to be decreasing be- 
cause those are not highly 
qualified . teachers," said 
Donald Peccia, a Baltimore 
County assistant superinten- 
dent.

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TWO WORLDS OF CHRISTMAS

Once upon a December Friday, I went to Tyson's 
Corner Mall in Virginia during the rush of Christmastide. 
My daughter who lives nearby knew that we needed to 
get there early so we were there when the stores opened, 
and we could see sparkling trees and snow men in the 
entranceways of the shops and stores. In the center of the 
mall, garlands with colored lights glistened from railings 
around three levels of balconies. Within an hour the 
crowds began to fill the empty spaces, and by afternoon 
all I could see were bobbing heads coming toward me 
As I sat on the top level waiting for my daughter who 
was standing in a checkout line I could see through the 
railing down to the food court below where people shuf- 
fled back and forth to the tables in the center. In an instant 
I knew I was looking at more people than I would see in 
Garrett County in a week. I was struck by the contrast. A 
woman came to the other end of the bench, dropped three 
full shopping bags on the floor in front of her, and mum- 
bled something about being "half-finished." I gave her a 
knowing smile. Here we were in our December mode 
Around me people of different ethnic groups and na- 
tionalities - some old, some young, some holding children 
by the hand or pushing strollers, others clutching bags and 
packages — jostled along. I knew they would not all be 
celebrating Christmas as I would, but they all seemed to 
be serious about their need to shop.

Above the din of the crowd I heard the sound system 
bringing the familiar words and melody of "Silver Bells" 
to the shoppers.— “It's Christmas time in the city,” and I 
remembered Christmas in the city. As I reflected on years 
past I knew again how the traditions of Christmas have 
changed for me since I became a family of qne. Like oth- 
ers who have seen 80 or more Christmas seasons, | enjoy 
remembering the way it used to be. 

On Monday evenings the department stores in Pitts- 
burgh — my city — stayed open until 9 p.m. I would meet 
my husband after work and we would shop together, 
bumping elbows with other couples as we hurried along 
the sidewalks, our coat collars turned up against the cold. 
We passed store windows where animated characters 
looked alive, and heard the bells rung by uniformed Salva- 
tion Army officers making their appeal. Back then we 
could make our purchases that evening and have them 
delivered later in the week. Each store had its own fleet of 
delivery trucks 

When we moved to Maryland, we shopped at the mall 
where stores, all under one roof, were open every evening 
My husband would make trips to the car with the things I 
purchased, and wait patiently on a bench where he could 
watch the passing parade of shoppers and wave to people 
he knew. Sometimes he would find a friend whose wife 
was shopping and the two would enjoy an interval of 
Christmas spectating together 

I have never really liked shopping malls, though I real 
ize that they are a necessity in our modern life styles 


Now I do most of my shopping by catalog — sitting in the 
family room while my dog curls up in the patches of 
sunlight that move across the floor as the sun moves to 
the west 


Another Christmas tradition I no longer follow is put- 
ting up a Christmas tree. It was something we did for 
many years as a family — tramping through the snow to 
find the right tree, bringing it home on the roof rack of a 
Station wagon, and setting it up. Trimming it became a 
ritual of togetherness. My husband engineered the trains 
and our daughters arranged the village. Today I take a 
fiber optic tree out of a box and plug it in. Several years 
ago my oldest granddaughter objected to the "instant 
trees" and planted a beautiful little blue spruce out front 
We now have lights on a living Christmas tree 


A few special decorations still go in their assigned 
places each year — three little Santa Claus musicians my 
daughter's 8th grade Scout troop sold many years ago 
now in the center of the mantel, a musical Santa Claus 
nutcracker our other daughter brought from Germany. He 
now sits on the counter, waiting for someone to turn the 
key that sets him in mation 

A favorite tradition in our house has always been writ- 
ing Christmas cards, probably because many of our 
friends from Navy days now lived all over the country 
and we seldom saw them. Some of them would come to 
ship reunions, but those don't happen anymore. | still

Winterize Your 
Outdoor Pets 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: I read 
your article about keeping pets 
warm when temperatures drop. 
This Was @00d advice for folks who 
have indoor pets, but you never even 
touched on those of us who have 
outdoor animals. 

Here in rural Indiana, a lot of us 
keep hunting dogs and your basic 
100-pound dog outside all year. It is 
not feasible to bring these animals 
in the house for months, especially 
when we work during the day and 
they are not “house trained.” 

My beagle runs free during the 
day in the woods around my house. 
At night I kennel him to keep the 
coyotes from eating him. I have a 
nice doghouse within the kennel to 
protect him from the elements. It is 
surrounded with straw for warmth 
and comfort. Recently, someone 
told me that cedar shavings make a 
warmer insulator within the dog- 
house. Is this true? — Sheila W., 
Aurora, Ind. 


DEAR SHEILA: First, mea culpa! 
You're right, I only considered indoor 
dogs in my article and didn’t think of 
pets kept outdoors. As you indicated, 
dogs that stay outdoors year-round 
should still have a warm place to sleep 
that’s well-insulated from the ele 
ments. On very cold nights, outdoor 
pets need to be checked on frequently 
and, if showing signs that they cannot 
keep warm, moved to a warmer place 
immediately. 

As to cedar shavings versus straw, 
I'm not sure that one is better than the 
other. Straw has been used as an insu- 
lator in homes and farm structures for 
thousands of years. However, straw 
can get packed down over time, reduc- 
ing its insulating qualities (the air 
pockets between scattered straws are 
as important as the straw itself). Cedar 
shavings may be more resistant to 
packing-down and not need to be 
changed or re-scattered as often. You 
could give the shavings a try and see 
how they work and how your dog likes 
them.

ECONOMICS TEAM FINISHES IN 
TOP 1% OF STATE 
Sophomore Cathy Hughes and junior Aaron Garner 
recently earned high honors in the fall Stock Market 
Game. This 10-week academic competition boasted 1,638 
teams statewide. Cathy and Aaron’s team portfolio 
ranked them first among 143 teams in the Western Re- 
gion (Garrett, Allegany, Washington, and Frederick 
counties).

The purpose of this committee is to moni 
tor the financial affairs of the municipal corporation for 
compliance with certain financial ordinances, standard 
accounting practices, and budgetary constraints. Candi 
dates for this committee must have the appropriate educa 
tional and/or professional background in finances 
accounting. Members of this committee will be compen 
sated for each meeting attended 

Risk Management Committee —- This committee will 
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comprise the town safety officer, the town administrator, 
and one or more members of the of the mayor and town 
council. The frequency of meetings has not been estab 
lished. The purpose of this committee is to implement and 
manage a comprehensive risk management program for 
the town, covering issues of safety, exposure to liability, 
etc. Members of this committee will receive'no compensa 
tion 

Community Legacy Committee This committee 
may comprise citizen members, elected officials, and 
town staff. The frequency of meetings has not been estab- 
lished. The purpose of this committee is to implement the 
Community Legacy Strategic Plan, which was completed 
in August 2004. Major elements of the plan include: His- 
toric Preservation, Housing, Recreational Amenities, 
Commercial Area Guidelines/Development, and Leader- 
ship Development. Copies of the Community Legacy 
Strategic Plan are available for review at Town Hall. This 
is a volunteer committee, so members will receive no 
compensation 

Community Events & Activities Committee This 
committee may comprise citizen members, elected offi 
cials, and town staff. The frequency of meetings has not 
been established. The purpose of this committee is to plan 
various town events and organize ongoing activities for 
members of the community (such as sports programs for 
children, activities for the elderly, etc.). This committec 
will likely coordinate with other area programs/agencies

MANAGING STRESS 

Glance at the most recent National Vital Statistics Re- 
port listing the 10 leading causes of death in America, and 
you won't find the word "stress" anywhere. Yet many 
well-respected studies link stress to heart disease and 
stroke — two of the top 10 killers. Stress may also influ- 
ence cancer and chronic lower respiratory diseases, which 
rank as numbers two and four, respectively, in the top 10. 

Stress has implications for many other ailments as well. 
Depression and anxiety, which afflict millions of Ameri- 
cans, can be caused or exacerbated by stress. It also trig- 
gers flare-ups of asthma, rheumatoid arthritis, and gastro- 
intestinal problems. And illness is just the tip of the ice- 
berg. Stress affects you emotionally as well 

In the course of a lifetime, odds are good that you'll 
experience some very stressful events. You'll also face a 
gamut of far smaller, day-to-day stressors. How you deal 
with these stressful events, big and small, will determine 
the impact on your physical health and emotional well- 
being 

Several decades ago, two psychiatrists at the University 
of Washington devised a scale for researchers that 
weighed the stress of major life events. The death of a 
spouse — which ranks highest — was later shown to have a 
serious impact on the health of the surviving spouse. Al- 
though most of the events on the scale would be consid- 
ered traumatic, many of the life events aren’t obviously 
negative. An outstanding personal achievement, a new 
baby, or a marriage may seem like cause for celebration 
But even these life events can cause stress 

While most symptoms of stress may be obvious, many 
symptoms are more subtle. The first line of defense is to 
recognize that certain physical and emotional changes 
may indeed be caused by stress itself. Although most peo- 
ple might attribute headache, sleep disturbances, or irrita- 
bility to stress, less obvious symptoms can include ringing 
in the ears, a frequent and urgent need to urinate, and 
difficulty swallowing. Understanding the many ways that 
stress can manifest itself in physical and behavioral symp- 
and identifying the triggers for stress, is the first step 
achieving relief 

There are almost as many techniques, practices, and 
treatments for dealing with stress as there are causes of it 
From ancient relaxation techniques to the latest thinking

Un- 
derstanding what works for us as individuals, and for the 
stressful circumstances at hand, can require an explora- 
tion of a number of stress-reduction methods. And as al- 
ways, it is important to know when to seek professional 
help. These efforts can reward you richly with better 
health, greater peace of mind, and a smoother course 
through life 


MINI-RELAXATIONS 

Mini-relaxations can help alleviate fear and reduce 
pain while you sit in the dentist's chair or lie on an exam- 
ining table. They are equally helpful in thwarting stress 
before an important meeting, while stuck in traffic, or 
when faced with people or situations that annoy you 
Here are a few quick relaxation techniques to try 

When you have one minute — Place your hand just be 
neath your navel so you can feel the gentle rise and fall of 
your belly-as-you breathe Breathe tn slowly. Pause fora 
count of three. Breathe out. Pause for a count of three 
Continue to breathe deeply for one minute, pausing for a 
count of three after each inhalation and exhalation 

Or alternatively, while sitting comfortably, take a few 
slow deep breaths and quietly repeat to yourself "I am" as 
you breathe in, and "at peace” as you breathe out. Repeat 
slowly two or three times. Then feel your entire body re 
lax into the support of the chair 

When you have two minutes —Count down slowly from 
10 to zero. With each number, take one complete breath, 
inhaling and exhaling. For example, breathe in deeply 
saying "10" to yourself. Breathe out slowly. On your next 
breath, say “nine,” and so on. If you feel lightheaded, 
count down more slowly to space your breaths further 
apart. When you reach zero, you should feel more re- 
laxed. If not, go through the exercise again

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A Vocal Minority?... 


Despite the fact that the Maryland Public Service 
Commission approved the installation of two wind- 
energy farms in Garrett County over three years ago, 
and are considering a third, there are still no giant 
wind turbines in the county, thanks to the efforts of 
various groups and individuals who are staunchly 
opposed to their presence here. However, with a 
change in state administration via the 2006 elections, 
the struggle for those in opposition to the turbines 
may well intensify. 

For among the members of Governor-elect Martin 
O'Malley's transition team is Wayne Rogers, chair- 
man of Annapolis-based Synergics Inc., who has 
suggested to O'Malley the need for creating a cabi- 
net-level energy secretary in order to streamline the 
approval process for renewable energy projects, and 
to make it more difficult for those in opposition to 
derail such projects. Mr. Rogers is obviously some- 
one O'Malley trusts, which is worrisome for those of 
us who really don't want wind turbines in Garrett 
County 

Rogers described the opposition as "a vocal mi 
nority of anti-wind extremists" who "game the sys 
tem," and Kevin Rackstraw, who represents Clipper 
Windpower Inc., referred to them as a small number 
of people who "make mischief." 

It is true that it has been a relatively small number 
of people who have been vocal and active in oppos- 
ing wind turbines for Garrett County. However, we 
wonder what would happen if the issue were put to a 
vote of county residents. It is certainly not unusual 
for the majority to share the same opinion as a vocal 
minority. Complacency, a lack of time, fear of fail 
ure, and shyness, among other reasons, are why 
many people do not get involved in issues as much 
as they should, But the majority is generally willing 
to go cast a private yea or nay vote on such impor- 
tant matters 

Once again, renewable energy resources should be 
pursued—with-fervor,-particutarly-with the-growrng 
cost of fossil fuels, both in terms of dollars and dam 
age to the environment. But gigantic wind turbines 
should be relegated to remote mountaintops else 
where, and not placed in a tourist-destination point 
like Garrett County. It is just not worth the risk to

The 
American Medical Associa- 
tion has some advice on the 
most important resolutions 
to make — and keep — for 
a healthy New Year. 

"The start of another new 
year provides us with an 
opportunity to reflect on the 
past 12 months and look 
ahead to changes we car 
make today to improve our 
health tomorrow," said 
AMA President-Elect Ron 
Davis, M.D. "It is impor- 
tant that we develop healthy 
lifestyles and behaviors that 
we can carry with us 
throughout our lives." 

The AMA offers these 
resolutions for 2007: 

1. Avoid Smoking — the 
leading preventable cause of 
death — as well as exposure 
to secondhand smoke 
(SHS). Released earlier this 
year, the U.S. Surgeon Gen- 
eral reported that there is no 
risk-free level of exposure to 
SHS, and the California 
Environmental Protection 
Agency estimates that SHS 
kills 50,000 Americans each 
year. 

2. Eat Your Fruits and 
Vegetables: As recom- 
mended by the USDA Food 
Guide Pyramid, persons 
should-eat-about-two~cups 
of fruit and two to three 
cups of vegetables daily to 
reduce the risk of develop 
ing heart disease, cancer, 
stroke, and high blood pres 
sure 

3. Cut Back on Salt 
Limit your salt intake to 
one teaspoon per day (if you 
are 50 years of age or older, 
cut back to about half a tea 
spoon per day) to help 
lower blood pressure and 
decrease the chances of get 
ting heart disease or having 
a stroke 

4. Limit Fat in Your 
Diet: Eat a diet low in fat, 
saturated fat, and trans fats 
to reduce cholesterol levels

NFPA Warns Of 
CO Poisoning 
During Winter 


Hundreds of people die 
from carbon monoxide 
(CO) poisoning each year, 
and it remains a serious 
threat no matter the season, 
but activities that typically 
increase with the onset of 
winter weather conditions 
pose an even greater risk 
Recent.._tragic..events 
throughout the country 
have served as reminders 
that carbon monoxide poi 
soning can result in death 
when it reaches unsafe lev 
els. The National Fire Pro 
tection Association (NFPA) 
urges the public to be aware 
of the dangers of carbon 
monoxide and to take meas 
ures to ensure safe practices 

Many deaths caused by 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
could have been prevented 
by installing carbon monox 
ide alarms in the home to 
alert residents of its lethal 
levels before it is too late 


Carbon monoxide is a 
colorless, odorless gas that 
enters the body undetected 
as a person breathes. The 
gas is produced by burning 
wood, coal, charcoal, natu 
ral gas, gasoline, propane, 
oil, methane and = other 
common fuels. It is also 


produced by automobiles 
and other gasoline or diesel 
engines 

When power outages oc- 
cur, people naturally look 
for other ways to see and 
keep warm. As they look for 


alternatives for electricity 
and home heating, they 
should be aware that the 
risk of carbon monoxide 
poisoning is sometimes ele 
vated with upplemental 
equipment that is_ often 
used 

"Portable generators are 











often used to meet electric- 
ity and heating needs in 
emergency situations, and 
homeowners are sometimes 
unaware of the risks associ- 
ated with them, like electric 
shock, electrocution, and 
the most common risk, car- 
bon monoxide poisoning,” 
said Mark W. Earley, P.E., 
assistant vice president/ 
chief electrical engineer. 
"Risks associated with port- 
able generators and many 
alternative sources for elec- 
tricity and heat are mini- 
mized when owners are ed- 
ucated about the potential 
dangers and equipment is 
used properly." 


Carbon monoxide poi- 
soning can be confused with 
flu symptoms, food poison 
ing, and other illnesses 
Some symptoms include 
shortness of breath, nausea, 
dizziness, light headedness, 
and headaches

Install carbon monoxide 
(CO) alarms (listed by an 
independent testing labora- 
tory) inside the home to 
provide early warning of 
accumulating CO CO 
alarms. should be installed 
in a central location outside 
each separate sleeping area 
If bedrooms are spaced 
apart, each area will need a 
CO alarm 


Test CO alarms 
once a month and replace 
alarms according to the 
manufacturer's instructions

CO alarms are not substi 
tutes for smoke alarms. Per 
sons should know the differ 
ence between the sounds of 
smoke alarms and CO

HEAVY WATER 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. What is heavy water? What is it used for? 

Water is composed of two hydrogen atoms and one 
oxygen atom. In nearly all cases, each hydrogen consists 
of one electron going around one proton Oxygen has a 
nucleus that contains eight protons and eight neutrons, 
with eight electrons whirling around. The total weight of 


the combination H,O is then 16 + 1 + | 18 atomic mass 


units. That's normal water 

However, it is also possible to have a hydrogen nucleus 
containing one proton and one neutron, still with one 
electron in orbit around it. In nature, about one in 6.000 


hydrogen nuclei contain that extra neutron. This is called 
in isotog f hydrogen, and given the name deuterium. It is 
sometimes written “H, but more often given its own letter 
is a designation: D. The nucleus is called a deuteror 
Chemically, it’s still hydrogen, and it still forms water 
when combined with oxygen. But when deuterium forms 
water, making D.O, notice that the weight of the com 
bined molecule is now 0 atomic mass units. not 1&8. So 
it’s about 10% heavier than normal water 
Of course, oxygen has different isotopes too, either O-16

pens over and over again. To make a long story short, 
heavy water thus serves as a moderator for the reactor, a 
way of producing slow neutrons. A type of reactor devel- 
oped by Canadian researchers has used heavy water this 
way for years. 


Deuterium also has some other exceptional properties 


that make it very easy to distinguish from ordinary hydro- 
gen. As a result, it is often used in medical tests as an iso- 
topic tracer. It goes through the human body in water just 


as 


if it were hydrogen, but shows up differently on instru- 


ments like nuclear magnetic resonance, infrared spectrometry, 
and mass spectrometry. It is not radioactive, so it poses no 
threat to health; it just serves as a marker to show how 
fluids are moving around. Since deuterium was not dis 
covered until 1931, these medical applications only came
